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‘The University of London will, this 
fall, be thrown open to women ‘in all 
its departments—law, medicine, liter- 
ature and science, and women will re- 
ceive the same degrees as men en com- 
pleting the same studies. The new 
plan meets with the hearty approval 
and co-operation. of every member of 
the faculty. The soundness of the 
theory of equa! education for both 
sexes is receiving recognition from all 
sources, whose influence is of control- 
ing value in determining the practical 
effects of this theory. The respec- 
tive duties of man and woman are not 
so distinctive as one is often inclined 
to presume, nor is it politic, much les: 
necessary, that their education should 
be widely different, either in charac- 
ter or amount. The moral law of our 
being, that we should develop the 
qualities of the mind and body tv 
their fullest rational limit is alike in- 
cumbent upon man and woman. It is} 
true that both are the counterpart of 
each other, and that ir the intellectual 
life woman supplements man as truly 
as in the physical life. But the paths 
along which both pursue their way 
involve most. things in common, and 
all: supplemental knowlege; if Im- 
parted, leaves ‘the recipient in the 
state of approximate complete infor- 


‘mation. Therefore, in order that due | 


regarad-be | hisd-for the ‘condmy of time 


and ‘the @itkainment’ of ‘better results, 


each should ‘have’ equal opportunities | en 


im the pursuit of knowledge.

development for her own well being, 
and also the increased pleasure of her 
male companion. 

The nearer woman is man’s equal 
the better itis for buth. Of course 
we do not hold that their knowledge 
should be identical, any more than it 
is possible or desirable that all men 
haveidentical knowledge. The ‘weaker 
vessel” should be releg .ted to the bar- 
barians of the past, and woman should 
be accorded the right to a full educa 
tion with man. The more vigervus 
she isin mind and body, the better 
companion she is forman. Her trans- 
missions to posterity are at least quite 
as great as those of man, and there 
fore the at least equal necessity for

This pan may be 
is circular in form ‘and Has a concave | 
bottom. It is ‘six feet in diameter. 
and three feet in depth. On each side 
of this pan is a pulp agitator, which is 
a nearly Hat, hollow cast iron box, 
two feet in diameter, and about six 
inches in hight.. A shaft runs through 
this box and sets in motion three iron 
arms, concave at first, and then de- 
flected in a curve from the center, to 
facilitate, when in motion, the centrif- 
ugal force of the pulp. This shaft is 
run by a counter shaft, which latter 
supplies the motive power for the 
entire pan. Two suction pipes furnish 
|the means of ingress for the pulp out 
of the pan into the agitator, and a 
discharge pipe returns this pulp again 
into the pan. Atthe bottom of the}. 
pan is a discharge valve which is 
opened or closed by a lever arm. Into 
this pan is dumped the roasted or 
simply crushed ore, and’ the proper 
amount of quicksilver and water, The 
arm agitators are set in motion and 
the pulp is drawn by suction into the 
agitators, and thence into the pan. 
This forward and ‘back motion of the 
pulp produces a circular current of 
eliptical form, one diameter being 
long, and the diameter at right angles, 
known as the conjugate diameter, be- 
ing very short. Now as the pan is 
itself in rotation, a pulp current is 
produced in the bottom of the pan 
that isin the form of small circles, 
carried around as loops on the inner 
side of a large circle; thatis, the form 
of the current is epsicloydal. This 
gives a circular current to the general 
mass of the pulp. The number of 
revolutions in the agitator is 300° to 
the minute, and, since the diameter is
